NEW 1956 INYO-MONO 
FISHING REGULATIONS 


There are comparatively few new regulations affecting fishing 
in Inyo-Mono for the 1956 season. Even though there was con- 
siderable discussion about the reduction of the limit of trout from 
15 to 10, the State Fish and Game Commission decided (at their 
meeting in Los Angeles February 24) to leave the limit as it has 
been (15 trout or 10 lbs and 1 fish, or 3 fish of any size) for at 
least another year. 

Principal change in the local regulations is the opening of 
the Owens River from Pleasant Valley Dam (north of Bishop), 
south to Los Angeles Aqueduct Intake (Timnemaha) for all year 
fishing. This means, then, that the Owens River will open with 
the rest of the area (Saturday, April 28) this year and will then 
stay Open, summer and winter. Limit will be the same as else- 
where (15 trout, etc) anytime during the year. 

This opening of the Owens River to year-’round fishing is 
expected to be very pleasing to the sportsmen. Owens River is 
blessed with thousands of native Brown Trout, in addition to the 
generous supply of Rainbow “catchables” planted every year by 
the Dept. of Fish and Game. So the extending of the open sea- 
son is not expected to deplete it seriously. And, it certainly will 
give the angler a chance to get some more good fishing, especial- 
ly late in the Fall and early in the Spring. 

Sportsmen will also be happy to know that they will be al- 
lowed to have two limits of trout in their possession three times 
during the season. This is expected to be especially popular with 
those who pack in to the back-country for several days and want 
to bring out more than one limit of trout. It will also eliminate 
much spoilage of fish by shipping. 

This new regulation applies only to Inyo and Mono counties. 

Other regulations of particular interest to Inyo-Mono anglers, 
which will be in effect this year, are: 


|. Nevada regulations will generally apply to Topaz Lake, which 
is partly in California and partly in Nevada. It will open about 
a month earlier than California and the limit will be 10 fish, or 
10 Ibs. and one fish, or 5 fish of any size. Angling is allowed 2 
hours after sunset on Topaz, whereas it is only legal one hour 
after sunset in California. Either a California or Nevada license 
is good for boat fishing anywhere on Topaz Lake. However, if 
you are fishing from the shore, you must have a license from the 
state in which you are standing. 


2. There are a few special closures in Inyo and Mono Counties 
and they should be carefully checked with the official Digest of 
1956 Angling Regulations released by the California Dept. of 
Fish and Game. All of them cannot be listed here, of course. 
Most of them are in the Crowley Lake area, on tributary streams, 
etc. Crowley Lake itself closes annually July 31. 


3. Live native minnows will be allowed as legal bait again this 
year in Inyo and Mono County waters east of U. S. Highway 395 
only. Principal lakes and streams affected are Owens River, Crow- 
ley Lake, Bridgeport Reservoir, East and West Walker River, and 
Topaz Lake. 


4. The 1956 trout season will open in Inyo-Mono on Saturday, 
April 28. Fishing is legal from one hour before sunrise to one 
hour after sunset.

There are many reasons why you'll like 
Inyo-Mono; but two of the most important 
are its size and diversity, as indicated by the 
strip map on the left. ; 


In Inyo-Mono, if you tire of one area, or 
the fish don’t seem to be hitting the way they 
should be, you can move on to any number 
of other lakes and streams. You are not 
“stuck” in one spot as you might be in other 
areas less endowed with Nature’s blessing. 


Full description, and plenty of scenic and 
fishing photos, are included for each of the 
eight Inyo-Mono regions in the pictorial sec- 
tions starting on page 64 of this Guide. How- 
ever, a brief resume of what you can expect 
to find in these areas (from north to south to 
correspond with the accompanying strip 
map) will be found below: 


TOPAZ TO BRIDGEPORT—Excellent trout fishing and 
deer hunting (in season) in this area. Topaz Lake, 
partly in Nevada and partly in California, produces 
good Cutthroats and many big Rainbows and 
Browns. West and East Walker Rivers are always 
good. Fine back-country lakes. Bridgeport Reservoir 
is usually good and the Twin Lakes (south and west 
of Bridgeport) are always popular. Green Lakes are 
easy to reach and good fishing. (See pages 164-177). 


LEE VINING-TIOGA—While this area is small, it is very 
popular. Virginia Lakes and Lundy are easy to reach 
and quite good. Lee Vining Creek is excellent, all 
the way up the Tioga Pass Road. Also, plenty of 
good lakes and streams in this area, including El- 
lery, Saddlebags, Tioga, etc. (See pages 156-163). 


JUNE LAKE LOOP—This area has long been one of 
Inyo-Mono’s biggest drawing cards. There’s good 
fishing on June, Gull, Silver, and Grant Lakes, with 
biggest ones usually caught on the latter. Good 
back-country, too, with plenty of Goldens. Variety 
of stores, lodges, motels in June Lake Village and 
nearby. (See pages 142-155). 


UPPER OWENS-MAMMOTH LAKES—Excellent stream 
fishing on Upper Owens River near Arcularius Ranch 
and Owens River Ranch. Good fishing, excellent ac- 
commodations, top skiing (November-July), in the 
Mammoth Lakes region, including Twin Lakes, and 
Lake Mary, Mamie, George, Horseshoe. Good back- 
country nearby, too. Reds Meadow is especially good 
at San Joaquin river. (See pages 128-141). 


CROWLEY LAKE-ROCK CREEK—Lots of good fishing in 
this area. At the northern end are Convict Lake and 
Hot Creek—both quite popular. Crowley Lake needs 
no introduction. To the west are Hilton Lakes, Mc- 
Gee Creek, Hilton Creek, and others. The Rock 
Creek area is quite popular, all the way up to Rock 
Creek Lake and beyond—an ideal area for fishing 
and camping. Good back-country to be reached by 
trails here, too. (See pages 116-127). 


OWENS RIVER-BISHOP—Good fishing in the Owens 
River Gorge at the north, but trout are usually 
small. Catch the big ones from Birchim Canyon on 
south. Wealth of fishing on all forks of Bishop 
Creek, on up as far as South Lake, North Lake, 
and Lake Sabrina. Excellent back-country in Sabrina 
Basin, over Piute, Bishop Passes. (See pages 90-114). 


BIG PINE-INDEPENDENCE—Excellent stream fishing on 
Big Pine Creek. Top back-country angling on several 
Big Pine Lakes, reached by trail. Fishing usually 
good on small streams to the south, many crossing 
U. S. Highway 395, especially early in the season 
when water is higher. Excellent back-country reach- 
ed by trail from Fort Independence and Onion Val- 
ley. (See pages 78-88), 


LONE PINE-LITTLE LAKE—Good stream fishing on Lone 
Pine Creek and on up to Whitney Portal, close to 
good road. Wealth of fine lakes on Mt. Whitney 
Trail and excellent back-country nearby. To the 
south are Cottonwood Lakes, Tunnel, Monache, Kern 
River, etc.—all reached by pack train or plane. 
Plenty of good fishing, including Goldens, and ex- 
cellent deer hunting in season. (See pages 64-77).

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Sierra Clubbers in the Sierras

If you have ever walked a mountain trail and have seen a 
flashing cup hooked over a fellow hiker’s belt, chances are that 
cup had ‘Sierra Club’ stamped on the bottom. It’s the badge of 
the Sierra Clubber and points him out from the occasional moun- 
taineer you see bent over some stream bank trying to manage a 
drink of chilling spring water. Perhaps you have wondered just 
a little, as I have, about who these people are and what they do. 
My curiosity got the best of me last year when the notice ap- 
peared that a 1955 Sierra Club Base Camp would be located 
at the head of Minaret Creek Valley, not far from Reds Meadow 
on the North Fork of the San Joaquin River. I hiked the seven 
short miles to their camp and took a look. 


When I topped the final rise and walked between well hid- 
den tents, I was immediately impressed by the order and neatness 
of the area. Surely there could not be the reported 175 persons 
camped here in this single location. I checked in with Peter Fried- 
richsen, camp master. 


Yes, it was true! Counting the commissary group there were 
about 175 persons in this second two-week base camp period. Of 
course many of them, like-Cliff Youngquist, base camp manager, 
were off on backpacking trips into the fantastic canyons of the 
Minaret region. Others were taking a dip in one of the nearby 
alpine tarns. And some could be seen just loafing around camp. 


I was mainly interested in talking to a typical group who 
might be on their first base camp trip with the Sierra Club, so 
Pete introduced me to the Nitz family of Palo Alto. Charles and 
Elizabeth have been members of the Sierra Club for three years. 
Their wonderfully effervescent children, Lynn 12, and Sharon 7, 
were along to round out the group. None of them had ever been 
on a High Sierra outing before and they were anxious to tell me 
about it. 


@® BASE CAMP—In a beautiful 
setting of tall pine trees, rippl- 
ing streams, and the unusual 
tall granite spires known as 
“The Minarets,” the Sierra Club 
held one of its base camps in 
the summer of 1955. About 
175 people, many of them on 
their first trip to the High Sier- 
ras, made their camp in the 
area pictured in the photo 
above (and immediately ad- 
jacent). The Minarets are plain- 
ly visible at the top of photo.

First, what are the base camps? They are simply areas picked 
out annually by the Sierra Club where members can sign up and 
spend a wonderful one to six weeks’ period in the backcountry of 
the Sierra. In 1955 it happened to be the Minaret area. 


Charge for these planned outings is a nominal $50 per person 
for a two-week period. When you see the huge piles of dunnage, 
supplies, and food packed in, you have no idea how it can all 
be done for that amount of money. Of course if you ride a horse 
to camp from the end of the road you must pay additional for 
the luxury; however there were few who rode on this occasion. 
Most preferred to leisurely stroll the 7 miles, through the fragrant 
pines and past the tumbling streams, to the base of ‘A’ Minaret. 

Charlie Nitz told me that families were especially welcome 
on these outings, although the group was well sprinkled with 
single men and women. I was amazed at the number of young

people in camp. Charlotte Youngquist, camp hostess, mentioned 
there were about 60 persons under 16 years of age in this group— 
the youngest being about 5 years old. The Sierra Club is doing a 
good job of spreading conservation and outdoor ideals to this 
younger group. 

I was informed the whole group was divided into three sec- 
tions—Amblers, Ramblers, and Scramblers. First group included 
those who wished to take things easy as possible; the second those 
who wished to explore other lakes, streams, and country sur- 
rounding the camp; and the latter those rugged individuals who 
glory in vertical ascents and granite spires. It seemed like a won- 
derful classification. 


Elizabeth Nitz insisted her family was in the Ambler class 
since they came to the Sierra backcounry for a complete rest. As 


they pulled on bathing suits I agreed that the pressure of free- 
ways, traffic tie-ups, and crowded streets was nowhere in this area. 
I followed them to a nearby tarn and watched the children lazily 
splash around in the cool mountain water. It was all very nice. 


I was curious about the organization involved in this sort of 
Outing since everything seemed to move along at a remarkably 
smooth pace. I was assured that few problems exist because there 
is a purpose to everything done around camp. The sanitary areas 
are surrounded by canvas and are called “burlaps.” No one goes 
to the toilet . . . you go to the “burlap.” When you enter, you 
hang your ever-present cup on the outside as a busy signal and 
take it with you when you leave. Rule number one is: never get 
caught with your cup down. More than a few camp activities 
revolve around this shiny “badge” of metal. 

There’s an education to be had here, too. Helen Sharsmith 
was the camp naturalist and she took it upon herself to place a 
small namestake next to more than a hundred trees and plants 
adjacent to camp. Anyone interested in the names of shrubs and 
flowers had no trouble obtaining the information on the local 
flora. It was a fine project and Helen’s reward was a well polished 
Sierra Club cup. 


The camp bulletin board contains an accurate record of every 
trout taken by any member of the outing. Fishing is not one of 
the primary objects of the organization and few trout per person 
are actually brought back to camp. However, the results of the 
total trout catch provide interesting information for the anglers. 


Dirty clothes are no particular problem. Several pots of water 
stood steaming on campfires near the commissary. When you 
wash clothes you take what water you need and replace it with 
a fresh bucket from the stream. That way there is always plenty 
of hot water. The men in camp who are on their first base camp 
outing are charged with keeping up the supply of firewood. These 
and many other things go to make up a close-knit and well or- 
ganized group. It has to work this way, or 175 people, most of 


whom have never been closely associated with each other, would 


never be able to get along so well. It speaks well for those who 
set up the organization. 


I finally met Cliff Youngquist, base camp leader, swinging 
across Reds Meadow on the day the final group of campers were 
coming for their two-week stay. Cliff is a ruddy Swede who gives 
the impression he is well qualified to keep things organized on 
these outings. He has a tremendous responsibility as leader, since 
he and his small staff manage the entire operation in the field. 
The success of such an outing depends upon the judgment of 
men such as Cliff Youngquist. 


We stood at one end of Reds Meadow where a cool natural 
soda spring bubbles out of the ground and talked about the Sierra 
Club. It wasn’t long before Cliff produced a small plastic flask of 
‘medicinal brandy’ along with an extra cup and we drank to the 
wonderful high country. One sip and I had a sneaking suspicion 
this medicinal brandy was a darn good brand of scotch. Standing 
there with the mountain breeze blowing out of the pines and 
across the cool meadow, I realized here was a man doing a fine 
job for a lot-of busy people in this country. 


This organization, dedicated to preserving the wilderness 
areas and furthering conservation efforts throughout the United 
States, has their headquarters in San Francisco. The Base Camp 
isn't the only outing provided by the Sierra Club. During 1955 
they put together 27 trips, ranging from three two-week Base 
Camp periods near Minaret Lake to high country trips in British 
Columbia. In between these extremes were knapsack trips in the 
Kings River Basin, Mt. Whitney area, and Washington’s wilder- 
ness area; high country trips to the Yosemite region and the 
Grand Tetons; burro trips for the family in the Kings River 
backcountry; and finally there were seven boat trips through the 
Green and Yampa canyons of the fabulous Dinosaur National 
Monument region in Utah and Colorado. 


What better way to help preserve our few remaining wild- 
erness areas and give our people a fine spiritual boost than to 
actually show them what a fantastically wonderful country we 
have? The Sierra Club outings have had that purpose since they 
were first started in 1901. -PAGE 16

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A Brief Review ...otf The 
1955 SPORTS SEASON 
IN INYO-MONO 


In most respects, 1955 was a good year in Inyo-Mono. While 
stormy weather slowed down the early season fishing and camp- 
ing, larger-than-ever crowds of visitors poured into the High 
Sierras during July and August—more than making up, in many 
cases, for the slow early season business. Unofficial records show 
an increase in the number of deer hunters in 1955 and the crowds 
at Mammoth Mountain ski slopes have more than doubled since 
the new double-chairlift has been installed. 


Here is a brief summary of the various sports activities in 
Inyo-Mono during 1955. More detailed information will be found 
elsewhere in this issue of the 1956 Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide. 


@ FISHING—Even though the opening was delayed on Crowley Lake until 
6 a.m., because of high winds, a record-breaking throng of 6,916 anglers 
in 1,886 boats invaded the “lair of the tackle busters” on the first day of 
the season, April 30. This was a substantial increase from the previous 
record, set in 1954, when 6,161 fishermen in 1,496 boats tried their luck 
on Crowley, second day of the season. Best catch reported first day was a 
1314 lb. Brown caught by Paul Jennings of Pico. Heavy snow and cold 
weather slowed down the fishing on the second day, but many of the visit- 
ing sportsmen took to the low-elevation streams where the wind and snow 
were not such a problem. Their results were fair-to-good. Jack Leavitt of 
Northridge caught the largest trout of the season May 3—a beautiful 17 |b. 
5 oz. Brownie. Weekend angling was hampered through May and early 
June by threatening weather, but July, August, and September were much 
better 


@® CAMPING—As usual, thousands of folks took advantage of the fine public 
camps set up and maintained by the U. S. Forest Service throughout the 
Inyo and Toiyabe National Forests in the Eastern High Sierra. An estimat- 
ed 140,000 people, from all parts of the United States, used these camps— 
making Inyo National Forest the fourth highest national forest in the U. S. 
in its use for recreational purposes. 


® HUNTING—Although definite figures are not available, most observers 
agree there was an increase in the number of deer hunters in Inyo-Mono 
this year. The kill, however, showed a drop from the record-breaking pre- 
vious year. A total of 2,392 deer were killed in Inyo and Mono counties, 
by far the most being taken in the latter. Pheasant and quail hunting were 
fair. Early season duck and goose hunting were poor, but it picked up 
considerably during the second half of the season—especially around Topaz 
Lake, Crowley Lake, and the hot springs at Benton. Special doe shoots in 
Inyo and Mono counties were held following the regular season. A total 
of 144 tule elk were also killed in a special Owens Valley season. 


@® PACKING AND BACK-PACKING—Most pack stations throughout the 
area report a sharp increase in business during the 1955 season. Hikers 
and back-packers also were frequent sights along the mountain trails. For 
example, a total of 6,010 persons registered at the foot of Mt. Whitney 
and 2,100 made it to the top. Other High Sierra trails were used extensive- 


ly, too. 


® SKIING—Use of the Mammoth Mountain ski slopes has more than doubl- 
ed during the last two months of the 1955 and early 1956 season, accord- 
ing to Dave McCoy, owner-operator, who installed a 3,500-foot chair lift 
last summer. The phenomenal growth of skiing in the area has caused 
several new lodges to be constructed, others to be expanded and remodeled, 
and some to shift their sights principally from summer to winter business. 
Popularity of the Mammoth chair lift is expected to keep on increasing and 
more improvements are planned.

And, we called on our own camera- 
man, Tommy Henderson, to give you tips on “Fly Fishing in High 
Sierra Streams.” He’s a recognized authority on the subject, oc- 
casionally writes in national magazines. Many of you veteran fish- 
ermen will differ with the methods and suggestions made; but we 
think they will be helpful, especially to the inexperienced fishermen.

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BAIT FISHING 


ON LOWER OWENS RIVER 


-.. by JACK RHOADS 


I like bait fishing and, when I have 
good luck, I usually always catch Brown 
Trout. I like to fish for the big ones, and 
that’s what I hook up for. But, of course, 
they’re not always as big as I would like. 
In fact, like any other fisherman, I some- 
times get ‘“skunked.” 


I like to fish the Owens River best, and 
the things which I have learned about bait 
fishing seem to work well in the area be- 
tween Birchim Canyon and Five Bridges, 
north of Bishop. However, I think they 
apply to other High Sierra streams— 
especially the large ones. I don’t claim 
to know all there is about trout fishing. 
Guess nobody does. But I have learned a 
few things about bait fishing during the 
past 10 years I have worked the Inyo- 
Mono streams and I have been fortunate 
enough to catch a lot of pretty good sized 
trout. So, in the hopes that any suggestions 
I can make will improve your luck, I am 
glad to offer them for what they are worth. 

Main thing is to make everything look 
natural. Pick a natural bait—something 
that can be found in or near the stream 
at that particular time—and be sure to 
offer it in a natural manner. Helgramites 
are especially good in the early spring, but 
any natural hatch is good, including lo- 
custs, grasshoppers, salmon flies, etc. I use 
a lot of minnows, too. Trout feed on one 
thing at a time and, if they’re eating min- 
nows, that’s about all they’ll take at that 
time. If in doubt on bait, try worms. 
They’re usually always good and can be 
readily taken along. 


I use a spinning outfit, 6 lb. test mono- 
filament line, and no leader. I like a No. 
6 mustad barbless-shank hook. Be sure 
it’s forged so it will be strong. Big trout 
will often straighten the others out. 

I tie my hooks right on the end. I lose 
a lot of hooks because I’m fishing the bot- 
tom all the time and often get snags. In 
fact, my wife and I use about 1000 hooks 
each season. With minnows I use a 2-hook 
set-up, with top hook adjustable. Usually 
I pick about a 3-inch minnow, put the No. 
6 single hook through the nose, and leave 
a treble hook on end of the line, with one 
barb through the minnow’s tail. I never 
worry about the hook showing. For worms, 
grasshoppers, helgramites, etc. I usually 
use a No. 6 or 8 hook. 

Generally speaking, fishing on the river 
is best in May, June, late September, and 
October. In the summer months, as:a rule, 
it’s not so good. Also, generally speaking, 
the best time to fish is from 4 p.m. tll 
dark. This doesn’t hold true always, of 
course, and often you'll catch some good 
fishing in the early morning. And, because 
it’s good one morning or evening is no 
sign it will be good the same time the 
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next day. But, that’s the chance you have 
to take. 


Like I say, I like to fish for the big ones 
and when I catch them they are usually 
Browns. Don’t remember of catching a 
single Rainbow on the river last summer, 
although there are plenty of them there. 
If you want them, you'll have to fish 
higher in the water. I fish on the bottom. 


Most likely spot to find Brownies is at 
the edge of a deep, quiet pool, at the spot 
where the swift water is running in. Make 
your cast into the swift water above the 
pool and let it bounce along the bottom 
into the pool. 


For weight I usually use about 3 no. 
7 split shot, about 12 inches above the 
hook—that is, if the water is traveling at 
about 250 second feet. If it’s going faster, 
you'll have to use a little more weight, to 
keep it on the bottom. Try to make your 
first cast the best, so the bait will be car- 
ried downstream just as you want it. If 
you make several casts into the likely look- 
ing spots, and don’t get any action, you’d 
better move on. Those fish are not interest- 
ed in your bait... at least then. 


Because of the work on the dam, the 
water level on the Owens River varies 
considerably from day-to-day and hour-to- 
hour. Best fishing, as a rule, is when the 
water is moderately low and reasonably 
clear. But you are most likely to catch the 
big ones when the water is higher and 
faster. Then I nearly always use minnows. 


In the Owens River, below the dam, I 
fish in the middle of the stream. In the 
Upper Owens the trout are usually along 
the banks under the rocks. 


That’s about all the general advice I can 
give a would-be bait fisherman. An im- 
portant thing to learn, however, is patience. 
If you don’t succeed, try, try again. And 
don’t get the idea there aren’t any trout 
in the river. There are thousands and 
thousands of them. One of these days 
you ll get the knack, pull out a big one, 
and get the thrill of your life.

ON HIGH SIERRA STREAMS 
... by TOM HENDERSON 


So you want to catch more trout! Okeh, 
you've lashed the water to a froth with 
salmon egg, worm, and cluster but those 
lunkers have done nothing to your offering 
but turn up their tails. On occasions they 
have been absolutely insulting. If you 
haven’t bent a No. 12 Hare’s Ear on the 
end of a 114 pound tippet and let the 
whole rig settle delicately on the surface 
of some smooth water, you’ve missed half 
the pleasure of trout fishing—plus the 
chance to load your creel when other 
methods have you skunked. Let’s take a 
look at fly fishing. 


First you have to “go light.” Toss that 
20 pound leader and deep sea tackle in the 
nearest dump and pick up a 5 ounce 814 
foot rod, double tapered line, and single 
action reel. Don’t think you have to spend 
your last sou for this gear because you 
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don’t need the best on the market. Sure, 
most anglers have a basement full of gim- 
micks and expensive equipment. I’m no 
exception. But a great deal of expensive 
tackle is made to catch fishermen, not fish. 


One or two more points about this 
tackle. For durability stick to a glass rod. 
You won't have to spend so much time 
keeping it in shape which means you can 
spend more time near the trout. A little 
extra money on an oiled silk line will be 
well worth it too. 


There’s ortly one thing a reel can do and 
that’s wind up your line. You can get 
something that will doa highly satisfactory 
job of this for around five dollars. Two or 
three knotless tapered leaders, a few flies, 
and the whole outfit will be less than 25 
bucks. Gather up your gear and let’s get 


‘Out on the stream. 


From here on in common sense will 
help you more ‘than anything else. Take 
the wet fly first. Anyone knows the natural 
feed below the surface of the water has to 
be either alive or dead. If it’s alive it’s 


probably kicking around and moving along 
with the current. Treat your fly the same 
way. Toss it across and diagonally up- 
stream near the far bank. Let it sink and 
retrieve with short erratic jerks. First thing 
you know “Old Fighter” will be out from 
under that bank and fast to the end of your 
tapered leader. Play him easy ‘cause that 
light tippet won’t stand much strain. 


If those short tugs on the fly aren’t pro- 
ducing anything, move to a new position 
and see how the trout like something dead. 
Toss the fly across the stream the same 
way, only this time let it bounce along the 
bottom on a slack line. Could be that big 
one is too lazy to go after something with 
a lot of motion. He may choose to ease out 
into the stream and merely inhale your 
fly. Be ready on this one cause the tug will 
be steady until you set the hook. 

Now let’s put just a little refinement 
into this fly fishing. If you see trout rising 
and they won't take a thing you’ve tossed 
at them, get out a dry fly and bend it on 
one of those tapered 114 pound test lead- 
ers. Pick out a fresh section of water and 
head upstream! Get this straight from the 
beginning, you can’t properly work a dry 
fly while moving downstream! 

The reason is simple. Dry flies imitate 
something dead floating on the surface and 
if the stream current tugs on your line and 
consequently drags your fly across the sur- 
face of the water you might as well reel 
in and try a new pool. It’s almost im- 
possible to get a perfect float with no drag 
while you're fishing downstream. The only 
way to do it right is to cast upstream, settle 
the fly delicately on the surface, and let it 
float toward you. Keeping the rod tip high 
will help the drag problem too. Don’t 
worry about the slack line. When the big 
one rises and you snap back on the rod tip, 
that action will be transmitted right down 
the full length of the line—slack and all. 


One main point about the dry fly. You 
have to keep it dry/ If it sinks, you’re sunk! 
There are dozens of preparations on the 
market which will do a fair job of keeping 
your fly on the surface. Mucelin is the 
best. When you take a trout and your fly 
looks like it had just been stepped on by a 
number 14 hip boot, grab it by the eye 
and swish it around in the water. Trout 
saliva is wonderful as a leader sink but 
it’s murder on a dry fly. After it’s washed, 
apply a little Mucelin, give it a couple of 
false casts and you’re ready to let it settle 
gently over another pool. Don’t try to 
short cut this extra effort. It pays off in 
bulging creels. 

Okeh, you’re set with the basic ideas. 
Volumes are written on the refinements 
of fly fishing but you'll pick them up as 
you go along. Like most anglers, you'll 
also pick up a few opinions that aren’t 
published. If you’re a die-hard cluster cast- 
er or salmon egger, chances are you won’t 
be tossing away your lead weights and 


hawser leaders. But give the fly a try. 
You'll like it. 
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TROLLING 
ON FAMOUS CROWLEY LAKE 
... by GLADYS WALKER 


Some people cast from the shore and 
others have good luck still-fishing from 
boats. But, by and large, most of the real- 
ly big “tackle-busters” on Crowley Lake 
are caught by trolling ... and that’s what 
I like best. In fact I get myself a boat and 
go out on the lake every chance I get. 

I’ve had pretty good luck on Crowley 
for the past several years. Caught some 
real nice trout. But, of course, my biggest 
thrill was when I landed my 18 lb. 9 oz. 
Brownie July 3, 1953. 

I was fishing with my husband Howie 
(who, incidentally, is an outstanding fish- 
erman himself) and he was having all the 
luck. We had been trolling several days 
and he already had boated four beautiful 
trout, all weighing over 8 lbs. I was begin- 
ning to think I’d never score. 

Then it happened. Howie was in an- 
other nearby boat, helping them tie some 
leaders, when my line appeared to catch 
bottom—as it had done many times before. 
But, then the line started moving out and 


fee a NENTS 
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I knew it wasn’t just a snag. Howie jump- 
ed back in our boat and the fun began. 
For about 25 or 30 minutes this big fellow 
circled the boat, taking more and more 
line, then sounding for about 10 minutes 
on the bottom of the lake in about 95 feet 
of water. 


Up he came, finally, and what a thrill 
it was to see those two fins again on top 
of the water, about two feet apart, circling 
the boat about three times before he final- 
ly came in with his tummy side up—a 
mightly tired trophy. Howie netted him at 
just the right time and grabbed him with 
both arms, to keep him from flopping out. 
When we got our prize to the Crowley 
scales, he weighed 18 lbs. 9 oz, and was 
3214 inches in length and 32 inches 
around the girth. What a fish! What a 
thrill! 

Don’t suppose I'll ever catch another 
fish that large, but I keep trying. I know 
there are some bigger than that in Crowley 
and I'd certainly like to get them on my 
line. 


Can’t always expect to get them that 
big, but there are an awful lot of nice 


trout in Crowley and, if any of the things 
I have learned by fishing it will be of help 
to some of our angler visitors who read 
this, I will be happy. Here are my sug- 
gestions: 


Use about a 6 or 8 lb. test leader chub 
rig. These you can buy at most any tackle 
store. Two treble hooks are best. 


Use a good flexible rod and a sturdy 
reel. The line should be about 12 Ib. test 
and, if you use a sinker, use about a 7% oz. 


Troll out back about 75 feet. Don't 
troll fast, just slow and steady. When turn- 
ing your boat always make a wide swing, 
out and around. Keep the rods in a steady 
spot. For example, if there are four troll- 
ing, leave one rod straight out on the left 
of the boat, another straight out on the 
right, and the other two out back about 
even with the rear corners of the boat. 


Long rods are best for four, say 742 or 
8 ft. Or you can use two long ones on the 
outside and two short ones in the middle. 
When there are only three in a boat it is 
much easier to keep the lines from tangl- 
ing. 

Crowley Lake has several good trolling 
spots around the north and south landings 
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and down the channel, but be sure to keep 
the big ones out of the rocks. You'll lose 
them sure. 


I use live minnows for trolling a lot, 
but many times fishing is better with lures. 
If you use the latter, pick a large one with 
lots of action. There are several good ones 
on the market. 


If you should feel a pull like you're 
snagged on the bottom of the lake, let 
your line out with the thumb always rid- 
ing lightly on the reel. Be sure that your 
reel is on “free spool.” Then, when you 
do get a bump, you can let it out a little 
at a time, giving the fish some line. 


There is usually plenty of time to bear 
back. Holding your thumb tightly on your 
spool will set the hook. Never jerk it. Al- 
ways pull rather slow and steady. 


Never get disappointed if the fish 
doesn’t stay on. It happens to everyone— 
even the best fishermen. Lots of real big 
ones have been lost. So, relax, don’t get 
excited. Remember, you could have lost 
him after fighting him for 30 minutes, 
and that would be even more disappoint- 
ing. After all, it’s mostly luck.

Ever wondered why such a beautiful spot as Convict Lake 
should get such a name? 

Lots of people keep asking that question, so we have decided 
to review briefly the events which brought about the change from 
Monte Diablo Lake, away back in 1871. Several versions have 
been handed down to present Inyo-Mono residents by their par- 
ents and grandparents who were either involved or were living 
in the area at the time. And even a movie of several years ago, 
“The Secret of Convict Lake,” used the jailbreak as the theme 
(but, of course, didn’t stick to facts). Most of the story below, 
however, comes from the pages of W. A. Chalfant’s “Story of 
Inyo,” which appears to be the most authentic. 

Sg * * 


On September 17, 1871, a group of 29 convicts——murderers, 
train robbers, horse thieves, etc—escaped from the Nevada peni- 
tentiary at Carson City in one of the most desperate jail breaks 
of the West. One small group of the convicts headed south, to- 
ward Owens Valley. 

But, as they neared the then-active mining town of Aurora, 
they met the mail rider, Billy Poor, coming in from Carson City. 
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Realizing that he brought news of the prison break and, if he 
were allowed to continue, a big posse of Aurora men would un- 
doubtedly be out looking for them in a matter of hours, they 
killed him in cold blood. One account says that since the convicts 
didn’t have any weapons, they tied the unfortunate mail rider 
to a tree and set fire to him—a slow and painful way to die. 


When word of this cold-blooded crime reached Aurora, home 
of the young rider, a posse was immediately formed to go after 
the fugitives. Trail was picked up at Adobe Meadows in Southern 
Mono and word was sent to Benton where Deputy Sheriff George 
Hightower, with a posse of 10 men, trailed the fleeing convicts 
into Long Valley. 


Robert Morrison, a Benton merchant, first sighted the men 
on the evening of Friday, September 23, at the eastern end of the 
deep cup in which Convict Lake is situated. The pursuers spurred 
their horses and soon found themselves within a few feet of the 
fugitives’ camp. The latter, who evidently had picked up a sup- 
ply of firearms in a raid on the McLaughlin home on Adobe 
Creek (or some other ranch), took cover and began firing. Two 
of the posse’s horses were killed, two more wounded, and one 
of the men shot in the hand. Morrison, trying to get a closer shot 
at the convicts, dismounted, began crawling down the hillside, 
and was painfully wounded in the side. The rest of the posse fled. 
Black, one of the convicts, went after Morrison and shot him in 
the head, after the latter’s gun had misfired. Morrison’s body lay 
where it fell until it was recovered that night by Alney McGee, 
at whose place the posse was headquartering. Before fleeing, the 
convicts also shot and killed an Indian known as “Mono Jim” 
who was tending horses for the posse. 


In the meantime, word had been sent to Bishop and a posse, 
headed by John Crough and John Clarke, left that town shortly 
and caught up with the fugitives in Round Valley. So, 10 days 
after their escape from penitentiary in Carson City, and after at 
least three killings, Convicts Morton and Black were captured, 
(after an exchange of but a few shots), by J. L. C. Sherwin, Hub- 
bard, Armstead, McLeod, and two Indians. Black was wounded 
in the head. Nineteen-year-old Roberts, the other convict, escaped 
temporarily, but was later captured in Pine Creek Canyon. 


The three prisoners were placed in a spring wagon Sunday 
evening, October 1, and with a guard of horsemen started from 
Round Valley for Carson. They hadn’t been traveling long when 
the escort and wagon were surrounded by a large body of armed 
citizen, who “took over” with no resistance from the guards. 
After a “trial” in a vacant cabin nearby, in which everyone served 
on the jury except the convicts and their guards, it was decreed 
that Black and Morton should be hanged immediately. The vote 
was even as to whether young Roberts should “swing” with the 
others; so his life was spared. 


An improvised scaffold was set up outside the cabin and 
Morton and Black were placed in the wagon with nooses tightly 
knotted around their necks. According to Chalfant’s account, 
there happended to be a minister present and he offered a prayer. 
After the two condemned men had shaken hands with the vigil- 
antes on the wagon, it was driven out from under them. And, 
that was the end of the two convicts. 


Young Roberts was taken to the Inyo county jail in Indepen- 
dence and, after a partial recovery from his wounds, was returned 
to the prison at Carson City. 


So that is the end of the story and that is how Convict Lake 
received such an odd name.

men. 


That’s the way one of her party re- 
cently described Nellie Bly O’Bryan, a 63- 
year-old matronly appearing woman who 
is considered one of the top guides in the 
High Sierras. One of two licensed woman 
guides in California and of 54 in the entire 
United States, she has been taking sports- 
men to the best places to hunt and fish in 
the back-country for nearly 20 years. And, 
the fact that 95 per cent of her customers 
are men doesn’t bother her in the least. 
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NELLIE BLY O’‘BRYAN, ONE OF CALIFORNIA’S TWO LICENSED WOMAN GUIDES 


“They’re all wonderful people,’ she ob- 
served, “and I jump at every opportunity 
of taking a group into the high country 
where they can enjoy Nature’s out-of-doors 
at its very best.” 

And while her husband, a mine fore- 
man, doesn’t either fish or hunt—and nev- 
er goes on her numerous trips to the Wild- 
erness Area—he makes no objection when 
she leaves, often for a week or two at a 
time. 


“This is the life that Nellie loves,” he 
said, “and I am happy that she can not 
only enjoy herself, but help others to learn 
to love the High Sierras. If she were not 


taking a party into some high lake, she’d 
be hiking and fishing all the time herself, 
anyway. 

Yes, “Nellie,” as all her friends call her, 
is a truly remarkable woman. And, her 
life story is even more remarkable when 
you consider that when she came to the 
Sierras a little more than two decades ago, 
from the make-believe world of silent 
movies, in Hollywood where she played 
some important roles and hob-nobbed with 
many of the screen greats of that era, she 
was, by her own admission, “afraid of the 
out-of-doors, afraid of guns, afraid of 
people, afraid of everything.” 


Now, of course, she has conquered all 
of those fears and is far more at ease in the 
High Sierra back-country than she ever 
was in the Hollywood studios. And, it is 
extremely difficult to believe that this wo- 
man, who since has had many harrowing 
experiences—such as facing a 600 pound 
bear without a weapon of any kind, or 
being carried 500 feet downward in a 
mountain snow slide—had ever known 
fear. 

But, we are getting ahead of our story. 
Let’s go back and pick up the early pages 
of Nellie’s life before we get too far into 
the fascinating story of the past 20 years. 
We'll come to that later, of course. 

Nellie was born in Oklahoma, daughter 
of a schoo] teacher-farmer who first settled 
in Kentucky, then homesteaded in Kansas, 
and, when Oklahoma Territory opened up, 
moved on into this new land. 


“My family naturally thought I’d mar- 
ry a farmer and settle down nearby,” she 
recalls, “and so my mother taught me how 
to cook and do the chores. Luckily for me 
the cooking came in mighty handy later— 
on my trips into the High Sierra.” 


But, after graduating from college in 
Tulsa, and later taking a course in a local

business college, she decided to seek her 
fortune in California, much to the dismay 
of her parents. 


“I bought a one-way ticket to Los An- 
geles,” she said, “and I never went back— 
even for a visit.” 


That was in 1917, nearly 40 years ago. 


First job she got in Hollywood was in 
one of the film exchanges. During her off 
hours, she learned to splice film and be- 
came the first licensed woman movie pro- 
jector operator in California. By 1918 she 
had moved over to Charlie Chaplin’s 
studio where she was first a switchboard 
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operator, later his private secretary for 
seven years. 


“Charlie never gave me dictation,” Nel- 
lie recalls, “He would just write ‘yes’ or 
‘no’ on the letter and I was supposed to 
write the answer.” 


Chaplin gave Nellie her first “break” in 
pictures, too. She played important charac- 
ter parts in his films, “The Woman of 
Paris,” “Sunnyside,” and “The Kid.” When 
she began to get roles in films produced 
by other studios, she left her job with 
Chaplin, appearing with such stars of the 
silent screen as John Gilbert, Greta Garbo, 
Joan Crawford, and Clark Gable. 


Nellie achieved near stardom, but not 
happiness. “Hollywood was a world of 
make-believe,” she explained, “and I never 
really liked it.” 


She got her first glimpse of the High 
Sierra when she came up to Mammoth 
Lakes with a company “on location” in 
1927, for the movie, “Thundering Herd,” 
starring Jack Holt. She vividly recalls rid- 
ing the narrow-gauge railroad as far as 
Laws, then driving into Bishop for lunch, 
and then going by auto on up to Mam- 


moth. é ‘ 
“It was cold,’ she remembers, “and 


there was lots of snow. Tamarack Lodge 
was Closed, but they opened it up for us 
during the Christmas holidays so we could 
shoot our winter scenes.” 


But Nellie was destined not to play a 
part in this High ‘Sierra thriller, after all. 
On the day she was supposed to perform 
before the cameras, she became snow-blind 
and had to be left out. 


“But, before that time,” she says, “I had 
fallen in love with the High Sierras and I 
had made up my mind to come up here 
and live—if I ever got the chance.” 

In 1933 she managed to come up to 
Mono County on a fishing trip and was 
invited by friends to try her luck on Lundy 
Lake, north and west of Lee Vining. She 
liked the lake so much that she decided 
to come back. So, in 1935, with the per- 
mission of her husband, who was working 
in the “lab” at Paramount Studios, she 
left the glitter of Hollywood permanently 
behind and set up her camp at Lundy 
Lake. 


The story of her stay at Lundy is, like 
the rest of her life, quite fantastic. With 
her own hands she built a cabin, including 
a large rock fireplace, and later added 
more buildings until she had a sizeable re- 
sort. 


During the summer she would rent 
boats on the lake, often act as a guide to 
help the visitors catch their trout. 


“Fishing in those days was easy,’ she 
remembers. “The limit was 25 trout and 
it was a bad day if you couldn’t catch them 
in an hour. Nice 15-inch Browns, too.” 


When she got time, she worked on her 
resort. The carpentry work was not entire- 
ly new to her since, in her off hours in 
Hollywood, she herself had constructed a 
cottage and swimming pool.

IN THE EARLY DAYS OF HOLLYWOOD MOVIES 


@IN THE EARLY DAYS—It’s a far cry from the silent movies of Hollywood to the High~ 
Sierras. But that’s the jump that Nellie Bly O’Bryan made. In the top picture, she is taking 
the part of the masseuse (standing behind bed) in the movie, “Woman of Paris,” made in 
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1925 and directed by Charlie Chaplin. Edna Purviance was the headliner in this picture which 
happened to be the first that Adolphe Menjou, still a favorite Hollywood star, played in. 
Bottom Left—Nellie is shown in the costume worn as the first licensed movie projector opera- 
tor in California. “It was the first pair of women’s slacks I ever saw,” she recalls. Bottom 
Right—she is made up for her part as the maid in “Breakfast at Sunrise,” filmed in 1927 and 
starring Constance Talmadge and Don Alvarado. Nellie played in several other movies also.

Six of the winters she spent alone at 
Lundy Lake, often not seeing anyone at 
all during the long, cold months. 

“First winter I spent at Lundy there 
was 30 feet of snow,” she recalls, “but 
that was the worst. I taught myself to ski 
and ice skate after I was 50 years old. And, 
I still like it, and go whenever I get the 
chance.” 

Her first cabin she built near the lake, 
not realizing that the waterlevel fluctuated 
greatly. In the spring, when the snow

began to melt, the water came up so high 
she had to hitch a truck to it and pull it 
to higher ground.” 

Whenever Nellie got the chance, she 
would hike or ride farther into the back- 
country and, in this way, learned the High 
Sierra trails and lakes like the back of her 
hand. Often she went alone for days or 
weeks at a time; gradually, however, she 
began to take along parties of sportsmen 
who wanted to find good fishing and hunt- 
ing. 

She estimates that she has fished more 





than 300 lakes in Inyo-Mono and she has 
walked by about a thousand. And, she’s 
one of the top fishermen in the area, too. 
Using an almost unheard of 10-foot fly 
rod, she is very seldom “skunked,” even 
though fishing is a lot tougher than it 
used to be. 

“Nearly all of the lakes were good trout 
fishing when I first came up here,’ she 
says, “but many of the better known, easy- 
to-reach lakes are not “so hot” anymore. 
However, there are lots of back-country 
lakes in the Sierras that are as good as 
they ever were .. . and these are the ones 
I like to ‘work’.” 

Nellie has kept an accurate count of all 
the trout she has ever caught since she ar- 
rived here in 1935. As of the end of the 
1955 season, her total was 28,634—dquite 
a sizeable amount. Many of them were in 
the “trophy” class, too. 


And, like most experienced anglers, she 
prefers dry fly fishing and usually ties her 
own flies. 


“When I am going to fish a lake I look 
under some of the rocks on the shore 
and find some bugs. I tie flies to match 
these.” 


And, her results are usually good. 


In 1945 her husband decided to follow 
Nellie to the High Sierras and took a job 
at the U. S. Pumice Co., near Lee Vining. 
And in 1952 she sold out her resort. Since 
then she has been devoting most of her 
time to fishing and guiding. Nellie makes 
several trips to various parts of the Wild- 
erness Area during the season and she 
usually has many of the same customers, 
year after year. 

One party of businessmen from Ocean- 
side, California, has been going in to 
Thousand Island Lake, south and west of 
June Lake, each year for the past six years. 
They wouldn’t think of going in with any- 
one else but Nellie, and they usually set 
the dates for their annual pack trip a year 
in advance. 


Included in the 1955 party were Harry 
Witman, Dr. Roy Palmateer, Edward 
Pogue, Paul Beck, and Gardner Bernard. 
Horses and mules from Elmer Jensen’s 
Frontier Pack Station at Silver Lake were 
used and Dave Best, himself an old-timer 
in the High Sierra, went along to take 
care of them. 


Nellie acted as guide and cook. In ad- 
dition, she planned all the menus, bought 
all the food, set-up the camp, and any- 
thing else that needed doing. She furnishes 
everything but bed rolls on these trips 
and it is really surprising how she keeps 
the cost down. 


The men all remarked about the fine 
cooking and the excellent food. And, Nel- 
lie says she does it on a dollar a day for 
each man. 


“That’s a lot cheaper than you can eat 
at home,” is the general consensus of 
opinion of her customers. 

On the two-week trip to Thousand Is- 
land Lake this year, the men caught all 








the trout they wanted and, since their late 
September trip was arranged so it would 
also include three days of hunting season, 
three of the men also got their deer. 


“We certainly had a wonderful time 
this year, as always,” Paul Beck, spokes- 
man for the party, said. “Yes, we think 
Nellie is ‘the greatest’ and we are already 
looking forward to our trip with her next 
year.” 


Even though she is past the age when 
most women want to take life easy, enjoy 
the comforts of home, family, and friends, 
Nellie has at least one more project she 
wants to carry out, in addition to her guid-

True enough, Inyo-Mono is famous for its fishing, hunting, 
skiing, and scenery—and rightfully so. Many people also are well 
aware of the fact that the highest and lowest altitudes in the 
United States: Mt. Whitney (elevation 14,496 ft.) and Badwater 
in Death Valley (279 ft. below sea level) are both included in 
this area. 

Nevertheless, Bishop, Owens Valley, and Inyo-Mono are 
probably more world-famous for another reason entirely—an 
atmospheric phenomenon known as the “Sierra Wave’ which 
enables pilots to take their sailplanes (often termed gliders) on 
world record soaring flights, some over 8 miles in the air. 

The “Sierra Wave” is to soaring what the Himalaya is to 
mountaineering. And the word, “Bishop,” means to sailplane 
pilots of all nations what “Chamonix” and “Darjeeling” mean to 
mountaineers. 

Like mountaineering in the Himalaya, soaring in the Sierra 
Wave is not for amateurs. It requires experience, careful prepara- 
tion, and special equipment. The sailplanes used for this kind 
of flying are insulated against the extreme cold of high altitudes, 
strengthened to withstand turbulence, and provided with an oxy- 
gen-breathing system for the crew. 

Other equipment used is similar to that of a major moun- 
taineering expedition—rope, radio, maps, warm clothing, fur- 
lined boots, gloves, goggles, and sometimes food and emergency 
equipment for cross-country flights. The sailplane crews wear 
parachutes and leather helmets equipped with earphones and 
oxygen masks with microphones.

Base camp for flights in The Wave is the Bishop Airport. 
There the sailplanes are housed in the hangar and there the 
soaring enthusiast finds expert advice and assistance. Allan Lang- 
enheim, airport manager, and Bob Symons, veteran power and 
sailplane pilot, know well the art of flying in The Wave and 
where to tow the sailplane in order to contact the area of rising 
air. Elvyn Pye, meteorologist in charge of the Weather Bureau 
station, is another whose counsel is sought when the pilot has 
questions which are more fundamental than those concerning the 
techniques of wave flying. For instance: “When will there be a 
wave occurrence? How long will it last? How high will it ex- 
tend?” 

In the mountain climbing, especially in the Himalaya or the 
Alps, the weather plays a vital secondary role, and wind and 
storm are often greater adversaries than the rock or snow of 
the peaks. In the formation of lee waves, however, the weather 
and mountains are equally important in a different way. The 
mountains are always there, but the weather is continually chang- 
ing from day to day. Thus lee waves do not always exist. Favor- 
able weather conditions occur when the airflow is relatively 
strong and nearly perpendicular to the crest of the Sierra. As the 
strongest winds aloft are generally associated with approaching 
storms, the lee waves form as a weather front moves across Cali- 
fornia from the Pacific. For this reason the lee wave occurrences 
are most frequent during the winter half of the year, but strong 
waves may occur at any time from mid-September to late June. 


In a typical case the westerly winds over the Sierra increase 
in speed as a cold front approaches the mountains nutcracker- 
fashion from the west and north. The air partakes of a wave-like 
motion beginning with a downward flow immediately in the

Bishop, California 
SAILPLANE CAPITAL 
OF THE WORLD 


Practically all of the world altitude records for sailplanes 
have been established at Bishop during the past decade. 


Local glider enthusiasts, Bob Symons and George Deibert, 
were among the first to build or buy gliders and begin to push 
the altitude mark upward. And, for a time both were co-holders 
of altitude records between 35,000 and 38,000 feet. Soon sail- 
plane pilots from all over America, and the rest of the world, 
heard about the fantastic soaring possibilities created by the 
“Sierra Wave” and many brought their gliders to Bishop to give 
it a try. 





Realizing the value of The Wave for research, the United 
States Air Force set up its Mountain Wave Project in 1951-52 and 
brought some of the world’s top sailplane experts to Bishop to 
take part in the actual gliding and research work. Among these 
were: Dr. Joachim Kuettner of the Air Force Cambridge (Massa- 
chusetts) Research Center, head of the project; Larry Edgar, an 
outstanding sailplane pilot from Alamagordo, N. M., Harold Klie- 
forth (author of the accompanying article on The Sierra Wave), 
research specialist from the University of California at Los An- 
geles. During this period several altitude marks were set and much 
valuable data was recorded. 


In fact, two outstanding feats were recorded on the same 
day, March 19, 1952, when Edgar and Klieforth set the present 
world altitude record of 44,255 feet in a Pratt-Read sailplane 
over Owens Valley. And Dr. Kuettner, in another sailplane, made 
a cross-country flight on successive lee waves from Bishop to 
Williams, Arizona. 


All three of these specialists were back again in Bishop dur- 
ing the spring of 1955 when Air Force set up its Project Jet Stream. 
More flights were made and more information recorded which, 
it is hoped, will make flying in mountain areas safer in the future. 


Several flights of more than 40,000 feet were recorded by 
Edgar and Dr. Kuettner. But disaster almost struck the former on 
one of his flights April 25, 1955, when his sailplane disintegrated 
at about 15,000 feet. Edgar was catapulted through the canopy 
but was able to parachute to safety, landing about two miles 
south of Bishop. 


The accident was apparently caused by a combination of 
structural failure and severe air turbulence. Parts of the sailplane 
were found over an area of a square mile, but many valuable 
panel instruments were lost or broken. Edgar himself was badly 
bruised, but otherwise came through little worse for the wear. 


Here are the altitude records set by sailplanes taking off from 
the Bishop airport, using the incomparable Sierra Wave for lift:

lee of the crest and continuing in a series of crests and troughs 
downwind of the mountain range. Associated with the wave flow 
pattern are strong up-and-down drafts and severe turbulence. 


Where the air rises it cools and where it cools sufficiently 
for its water vapor to condense, clouds form to mark the crests of 
the wave. Then, while steady rain falls from leaden skies over 
San Francisco, fog and smog intensify in Los Angeles, sand blows 
across the Mojave Desert, and snow swirls down over Donner 
Summit, the residents of Owens Valley are treated to a spectacu- 
lar “skyscape.” To the west a blanket of clouds covers the Sierra 
and sweeps down the eastern slope in a great cloud-fall. Above 
this “cap cloud” is blue sky while over the center of the valley 
are decks of stationary clouds extending upward from the lower 
cumulo-formed roll clouds to beautiful lens and fish shaped 
clouds at altitudes up to, and sometimes above 40,000 feet. 


An exploratory flight in the Sierra Wave begins at the Bishop 
Airport where the sailplane is towed aloft by a powered aircraft 
and a rope 300 to 500 feet long. The flight usually passes under 
the roll cloud and proceeds upwind toward the Sierra crest until 
the principal updraft is encountered. There the pilot releases his 
sailplane from the tow rope and soars upward. He maintains the 
sailplane in the maximum updraft ahead of the clouds at the 
wave crest by flying at a speed equal to that of the horizontal 
component of the wind, thus remaining nearly stationary over the 
ground while gaining altitude in the upward component of the 
wind. The wind speeds aloft frequently reach 100 miles per hour 
and the updrafts 2,000 to 3,000 feet per minute. 


Several flights over 40,000 feet have been made and the at- 
tainment of even higher altitudes appears possible when a larger 
sailplane with a pressurized cabin is constructed. 


Since 1950 the Air Force Cambridge Research Center and the 
University of California at Los Angeles have been engaged in a 
meteorological study of the air flow over the Sierra. In 1951-52 
instrumented sailplanes of the Mountain Wave Project were 
tracked from Owens Valley by photo-theodolites, radar, and 
Raydist. 

In the spring of 1955 a B-47 and a B-29 of the Air Force's 
Project Jet Stream traversed the Sierra at several levels in con- 
junction with sailplane flights in lee waves. The results of this 
research have provided important knowledge about the structure 
of mountain lee waves and the hazards of flying over mountainous 
terrain. 


It is probable that some of the worst airplane crashes in 
United States history have been caused by the downdraft and 
turbulence of a lee wave. Knowledge gained by the Mountain 
Wave Project, it is hoped, will enable weather forecasters to 
predict wave occurrences and pilots of all types of aircraft—light 
planes, airliners, bombers, and jet fighters—to take the safety 
precaution of either flying around the area or allowing for greater 
altitude clearance. 


To provide pilot education for the purpose of avoiding air- 
craft accidents in mountainous regions is one imfportant aim of 
the Sierra Wave investigation; but it is not the end result. The 
wave updraft can be used as a great elevator to lift a larger, pres- 
surized sailplane to extremely high altitudes for the study of the 
jet stream, clear-air turbulence, ice crystal clouds, and other 
atmospheric phenomena that cannot be studied adequately by 
balloons, rockets, or power aircraft. 


Nor is weather science alone to benefit from knowledge of 
lee waves. The stimulating science and sport of soaring, which 
provides excellent training for future pilots, is at present much 
more popular in Europe than in this country; but it is destined to 
increase in popularity here in a manner similar to that of skiing. 
As the Sierra Nevada communities prepare for the Winter Olym- 
pics of 1960, a similar international event—a meeting of the 
world’s most skillful soaring pilots and finest sailplanes at Bishop 
—looms wistfully in the minds of those who have flown The 
Wave.

About two million of these “catchables” were planted in the 
Inyo-Mono area during the 1955 season. A like number is planned 


this year. 


Raising and planting of catchable-size trout is one of the most 
expensive of the Department's operations. But it is also one of the 
most important—at least as far as Inyo-Mono is concerned. Believe 
it or not, it costs an average of 89 cents a pound to raise these fish 
(and that’s a drop from the $1.07 average of 1954). Yes, this pro- 
gram appears costly, but very necessary. 


And here’s good news for the fisherman: “Catchables” will 
gradually be increased in size, as a result of a recommendation 
of the Fish and Game Commission this year. Instead of being 6 to 
8 a pound, they will soon weigh 4 to 6 per pound—much nicer fish.

well as a popular summer vaca- 
tionland. 


McCoy began the development 
several years ago and gradually 
increased the popularity of the 
slopes during that period. But the 
biggest step forward came in 1955 
when, with a new 25-year lease in 
his pocket, he went ahead and in- 
stalled the 3500-foot double-chair 
lift at an estimated cost of $125.- 
000. Elevation at the top is more 
than 10,000 feet. 


Results have already been spec- 
tacular and McCoy reports that 
business during the 1955-1956 
season has almost doubled over previous years. Obviously the ski- 
ers like the new chair lift and the other improvements that have 
been made. 

Mammoth Mountain unquestionably has the longest season 
of any ski resort in the West. Snow usually blankets the slopes 
early in November and the cover usually hangs on until July. In 
fact, one of the annual events staged at Mammoth Mountain is 
the Fourth of July Race. Where else would you dare schedule 
such an event .*. . in the hottest part of the summer? 

Several outstanding skiers have been developed at Mammoth 
Mountain and, of course, many of the top skiers of the country 
have participated in the races held there each winter.

Also 
several youngsters are developing rapidly and will be heard from 
in the next few years. 


Ski enthusiasts, from all parts of the state, see a bright future 
for Mammoth Mountain. Several new resorts have been built in 
the immediate area during the past year and other new ones are 
contemplated. Some of the older ones are expanding and remodel- 
ing to more adequately handle the expected increase in business 
during the next few years. 


And, McCoy himself is not content to rest on his laurels. This 
summer he hopes to build a chalet at the top of the lift and en- 
large the warming hut-cafeteria at the foot of the slopes. He also 
hopes to enlarge the parking area, so that more cars can be ac- 
commodated. And, even more expansion and improvement is 
planned in years to come . . . as Mammoth Mountain becomes

Every year the Inyo-Mono Area is becoming more and more 
popular with the hunters . . . as well as fishermen and skiers. | 
Comes Fall, and sportsmen in increasing numbers start getting 
out the old deer rifle, cleaning it up, and planning their annual 
trek to the Eastern High Sierra . . . where deer are plentiful and | 
where the hunter occasionally gets a shot at a mountain lion, | 
bear, or other game. 

And, whether they get their buck or not, most of the men 
(and lots of women, too) know they will have a good time—en- 
joying the rugged outdoor life, the cold Fall air, and the fellow- 
ship of other hunters. 


Official Department of Fish and Game figures show that 
2,392 deer were legally killed in Inyo-Mono during 1955—not 
a record year, but still a sizeable number. Of this total, 493 were 
taken in Inyo County and the balance, 1 899, were shot in Mono 
County. Special doe shoots were held in both counties following 
the regular season; but, of course, the kill is not included in the 
figures above. 


In addition, a special tule elk hunt was staged in Owens Val- 
ley December 3-10. Of the 146 hunters who were fortunate 
enough to get a permit (more than 10,000 requested them), 144 
were successful (40 bulls and 104 cows were killed). Another | 
tule elk hunt will probably be held in about five years. 


Bird hunting is u:ually good in Inyo-Mono during the season, | 
but the extremely dty year slowed it down somewhat in 1955. | 
Prospects are much better for 1956. Goose hunting is usually 
best around Topaz, Crowley, and Klondike lakes. Duck hunting 
is also good on these waters and along the larger streams. Phea- 
sant and quail hunting are best in the Owens Valley, from Bishop 
south to Independence.

Public Camp Grounds 


More Than 100 to Choose From in Inyo-Mono 


One of Inyo-Mono’s biggest assets, as far as the sportsman is concerned, is the more- 
than-a hundred public campgrounds—set up and maintained by the U. S. Forest Service in 
the Inyo and Toiyabe National Forests. More than 140,000 people used the camps in 
Inyo National Forest alone in 1955, according to Joe Radel, new supervisor. While by far 
the largest number of camps are in the Inyo forest, it is safe to assume that many ad- 
ditional thousands enjoyed the facilities in the Toiyabe forest to the north. 


Well scattered through the entire Inyo-Mono area, these public camps vary in size 
from small picnic spots to spacious areas where sportsmen and their families can spend 
days and weeks near excellent fishing and other recreation. In general, the public camps 
are open from May 1 to September 15. The 14-day limit will apply to most camps in the 


area this year, Forest Supervisor Radel said. 


In choosing a camp, it is well to remember that camps located higher than 6,000 
feet usually have freezing nights before June 15 and after September 15. Those higher 
than 8,000 feet may experience freezing nights any time during the year. 


A complete list and description of the public camp grounds in Inyo-Mono follows:

If you want to enjoy the best trout fishing and finest scenery; 
if you want ‘to sleep pleasantly under blankets at night and enjoy 
the warm Sierra sunshine in the daytime; if you want to leave 
people behind, and the cares of the world as well, you'll want to 
make a trip to the High Sierra back-country this summer. And, 
of course, the easiest way to do it is by pack train. 


The Inyo-Mono “vacationland” is fortunate to have a score 
of licensed, reputable pack stations scattered through its area 
from Coso Junction on the south to Coleville on the north. All 
can readily be reached by auto. The area is also very fortunate to 
have a fine network of mountain trails, set up and maintained by 
the U. S. Forest Service, which cross the Sierra Crest at many 
places.and meet the famous north-south John Muir Trail. (Trails 
listed on next page). 

Basically, there are two types of pack trips in addition to the 
scenic one-day rides offered by several of the pack stations:

EXTENDED PACK TRIPS 

These average a week or 10 days in 
length and the packer (or packers) 
stays right with the party so that it 
can move from one camp to another 
if the members wish. Cost is ap- 
proximately $4 per day per head of 
stock (pack mule or saddle horse). 
A packer costs between $12 and 
$15 per day, including his saddle 
horse. For trips extending two weeks 
and longer, costs are slightly lower, 
averaging $3.50 per day per head 
of stock, with the packer’s per diem 
cost the same as above. 


SPOT PACK TRIPS 

Party is packed to the camp 
site of their choice and left 
there until a pre-arranged 
date when the packer will re- 
turn and take them out. With 
a party of four persons or 
more, costs run from $25 to 
$50 per person, depending on 
the distance they are packed 
in. For parties of less than four 
persons, the cost is slightly 
higher per person. These “spot 
pack trips” are the more popu- 
lar of the two.

FOREST SERVICE MEN WORKING ON TRAIL FROM McGEE TO FISH CREEK 


The fine network of trails, which makes it possible to hike or pack-in to almost any 
part of the High Sierras, is no accident. It is an important achievement of the U. S. Forest 
Service which annually spends considerable money and man-hours in building, re-build- 


ing, and maintaining these trails. 


During the 1955 season, the crew from the Inyo National Forest did re-building and 
maintenance work on these trails: Monache Meadows to Camp Viega, Jordan Hot Springs 
to Red Rock, Mt. Whitney, Taboose Pass, McGee Pass, Clark Lakes, and parts of the 
famous John Muir Trail. Considerable financial help was received from Inyo County for 
bettering the trails within the boundries of Inyo County. Trails to be improved this year 
are the ones to Blue Lake (above Sabrina) and Bishop Pass.

GREEN CREEBK—Goes west into Yosemite Na- 
tional Park, passing the following lakes: Green, 
East, Gilman, Eastman, Hoover, and Summit. 
Green Creek Trail joins the Virginia Creek 
Trail at Summit Lake. A side trail goes from 
Green Creek Trail northwest to West Lake. 


UpPER TWIN LAKES—Trails in this area are the 
Cattle Horse Loop, south of the Twin Lakes; 
Barney Lake Trail west from Upper Twin Lakes 
along Robinson Creek to Barney Lake; Eagle 
Peak Trail north of the lakes to Eagle Peak; 
Buckeye Trail from Bogard’s Camp, or from 
the Bridgeport Ranger Station, five miles north 
of Bridgeport, extending along Buckeye Creek 
and -on into Yosemite National Park. (The 
south fork of this trail leads to Peeler Lake and 
the north fork goes across Kirkwood Pass into 
the headwaters of the West Walker River). 


LITTLE WALKER—This trail follows Little Walker 
River and Molybdenite Creek. Lakes reached by 
this trail: Emma, Anna, and McMillan. 


West WALKER—Extends along the West Walker 
River to Kirkw Pass where it joins the 
Buckeye Trail. This trail forks at the Middle 
Piute Meadows and the west fork goes into 
Yosemite National Park along Cascade Creek, 
passing the following lakes: Harriet, Cora, Ruth, 
Helen, Bonnie, and into the Park at Dorothy 
Lake. Other lakes reached by the West Walker 
Trail below the forks in the trail are: Poore, 
Roosevelt, Lane, Hidden, Red Top, Fremont, 
Chain of Lakes, and Cinko.

back-Packing 


An Economical Way to See 
The Sierras ...Here Are Some Tips 


... by TOM HENDERSON 


There are some fantastically beautiful spots in the High Sierra 
Wilderness Area that can be reached by only one method—back- 
packing. Before you shudder and turn the page, mumbling that 
a better term would be backbreaking, let’s take a look at what 
may put these isolated areas into the easy-going class—or at least 
easier going. 

Backpacking has come a long way since we tied 40 pounds 
of grub in a bedroll, slung it on our back, and wheezed 15 miles 
to some secret fishing spot. Those days we had to return in less 
than a week because we were out of food. Today we can stay two 
weeks on 25 pounds of well chosen food and equipment includ- 
ing pack, camera, fishing gear, down sleeping bag, and a couple 
of gallon cans for cooking. 


Impossible, you say! Not at all. Let’s see what variety of food 
will make your pack lighter. Fast becoming the most popular is 
DriLite, a commercially prepared food that has absolutely all the 
water removed. I know, the thought of dehydrated food made me 
sick too, but DriLite is a far cry from the dehydrated food of war- 
time use. The big difference is that the new items taste like food. 


You can choose from a list of 35 items, ranging from orange 
juice crystals to chili ’n beans. They even have a vegetable aspic 
called Sierra Salad and it’s terrific. The wonderful part of this is 
the total food on a pack trip (including staples from your local 
store such as bacon, sugar, and hard candy) will average about 
one pound per person per day. In terms of a longer backcountry 
trip or an easier pull up a mountain pass, this is pretty impressive.

There is another good point. You can do all this for about 
forty cents per person per meal. Here’s a typical dinner for four 


persons.

If you would rather experiment and get away from the high- 
ly dehydrated foods, then try putting together some of the things 
found in every grocery store. Cheese, raisins, nuts, chocolate, dried 
beef, cookies, bullion, powdered milk, and many others. Menus 
for weekend trips can be worked out from these items but there 
isn’t much variety for longer trips. You'll need about 4000 
calories per day to keep you going at these high altitudes, so stick 
to plenty of fat foods like cheese and nuts. 


Other ready prepared menus in semi-dehydrated form are 
also on the market. Bernards is one of these and probably the 
most popular of the half wet, half dry preparations. In this case

we find pre-cooked meat dishes, puddings, biscuits, hotcake floors, 
and cheese items. Some are canned and some are cellophane 
wrapped. they come packaged as a complete unit for a specific 
number of meals and a specific number of persons. It’s fine food 


with a good variety but slightly heavier than the completely 
dehydrated items. 


Remember this! Food should be fun to eat. If it doesn’t taste 


good, it isn’t worth buying or hauling up some rocky slope. To- 
day’s dehydrated foods have top flavor and can be combined in 


dozens of different ways for varied meals. You should never have

BISHOP this we mean the straps should be tight enough to hold the pack 
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firmly against the back but not so tight they cut off the blood to 
the fingers. If the pack is flopping around as you walk downhill 
the straps are too loose. If your fingertips begin to tingle or your 
hands “go to sleep” this is the warning sign that your circulation 
is impaired. Somewhere between these two situations is the right 
strap adjustment and the only way to find out is to try it. 


Some people carry ‘em high, some like ‘em low. One back- 
packer will tell you to keep the weight up on your shoulders if 
you want to get there quicker and easier. Another will tell you 
that part of the weight on the middle of the back and the rest on 
your hips is the only way. Personally I’m one of those people 
that think any change is a help. If you're packing with another 
person take different packs then you can trade off along the trail. 


Probably the most popular pack on the market today is the 
Trapper Nelson, or some modification. This is merely a canvas 
sack attached to a rectangular wooden or aluminum frame. The 
weight is distributed more or less evenly up and down the entire 
back although you can adjust the weight a little high or low, 
depending upon how tight you make the shoulder straps. 


Then there is the Army’s rucksack—a heavy duty canvas sack 
cut to fit a triangular aluminum frame. It’s heavy (6 pounds com- 
pared to the 41% of the Trapper Nelson). Other packs designed 
around the above models but made from very light material run 
as light as two pounds. If you think a couple of pounds is nothing 
to get excited about, just remember there are expert backpackers 
who are so conscious of weight they cut half the handle off their 
- toothbrushes merely to save a few ounces. 


Another pack remarkably constructed, but seldom seen, is the 
Swiss inspired creation which resembles a snowshoe. What would 
be the “toe” is turned at ninety degrees and is bent over your head 
in the carrying position. A light canvas sack strapped to the frame 
carries the supplies and your sleeping bag is tied to the portion 
over your head. The weight stays very high and, if it doesn’t suit 
your particular need, at least it will keep the sun off your head 
while you're breezing up the trail. 


Are there disadvantages to backpacking? You bet!! But there 
are advantages too. Here are some of both: 





ADVANTAGES 


MOBILITY: You can move around 
more—see places you can’t see 
when you take horses or mules. 
You’re completely independent. 


FOOD: You'll find light foods 
easy to prepare and a real ad- 
venture in eating. They are light 
on the back and it doesn’t take 
all night to stir up a very ac- 
ceptable meal. 


SPEED: There’s nothing to hold 
you back. Two or three miles an 
hour is routine on backpacking 
trips which means you can see 
more country in the time you 
have to spare. 


SAFETY: There’s nothing unsafe 
about backpacking provided you 
take the usual precautions in the 
mountains—good footwear and 
keep off the hazardous climbs 
unless you have rock climbing 
experience. 


DISADVANTAGES 


Anything you carry over your 
own weight involves work and 
it’s mighty easy to let a horse 
carry your load. 


No matter how good they make 
dehydrated food, it will never 
take the place of ham and eggs 
or fresh fruit and you can’t carry 
much of this on your back. 


Horse travel is not as fast as 
backpacking but you feel better 
when you get where you’re go- 
ing. You may be stiff but you’re 
not bushed. 


If you sprain or break an ankle, 
and this can happen to anyone, 
you have no way to get out of 
the mountains without help. With 
a horse at least you can ride un- 
til you find someone. 


Take a weekend shakedown cruise this summer and give 
backpacking a try. When you top that first pass, and stare open- 
mouthed at a tumbling glacier fed stream thrashing to the bot- 
tom of a three thousand foot granite canyon, you'll wonder what 
happened to all those troubles you had last week. For a look at 
those seldom seen wilderness area spots where trout are bigger 
and views are better, go light—and have fun!

Southernmost of the eight sections of 
the Inyo-Mono “vacation land” is the area 
between Little Lake and Lone Pine. If 
youre coming up from southern Califor- 
mia, it is the first‘section you'll come to. 
And, if you are traveling from the north, 
it is the last—as the southern boundary of 
Inyo county is the official boundary of the 
Inyo-Mono area. 


Now, assuming you are driving north- 
ward. your first stop will probably be at 
Little Lake. After a long and rather bor- 
ing drive across the desert, it is pleasant to 
notice that the Sierra mountains on the 
left are gradually increasing in height and 
the entire countryside is becoming more 
interesting. Your drive northward con- 
tinues past Coso Junction, Dunmovin, 
Grant, Olancha, Cartago, and on into Lone 
Pine. 


But, of course, you may want to stop 
along the way. Either at Coso Junction or 
at Grant you can embark on a quick plane 
tide which will terminate at Monache 
Meadows, high in the Sierras. Here in this 
back-country paradise, you'll find excellent 
trout fishing, hunting in season, accom- 
modations, and pack horses to enable you 
to continue your trip farther into the High 
Sierras if you wish. If you want to visit 
Jordan’s Hot Springs, or other similar areas 
around the Kern River, you'll have to pack 
(or hike) from Monache. And, of coutée, 
you can reach Monache itself by pack 
train from Haiwee or Sage Flat. Either way 
you go, you'll probably find this trip very

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rewarding—in scenery, fishing, and re- 
laxation. 

There is other excellent back-country 
farther north, too—for instance, the area 
around Templeton and Tunnel Meadows, 
which can be reached by plane from Lone 
Pine or by pack train. Then there is the 
incomparable country around Cottonwood 
Lakes and Golden Trout Creek which can 
be reached by pack outfit from Cartago or 
Carroll Creek. 


Outside of this Sierra back-country we 
have mentioned, principal fishing activity 
comes along Lone Pine Creek to the west 
of the Town of Lone Pine and on up the 
beautiful Mt. Whitney Trail. Lone Pine 
Creek is readily fished from the town west- 
ward to Whitney Portal, an ideal camping 
and picnicking spot. From there you can 
walk to a large number of good fishing 
lakes, such as Lone Pine Lake, Mirror

Lake, etc. And, if you are real ambitious, 
you can hike or ride to the top of Mt.

There is also a lot of interesting back- 
country that can be reached from the pack 
station at Whitney Portal, or along the 
John Muir Trail, or across Shephard Pass. 


Lone Pine itself is a friendly town, ade- 
quately supplied with a variety of stores, 
motels, hotels, service stations, and other 
businesses. It boasts a shady roadside park 
and a municipally owned swimming pool 
that appeals to many tourists. Lots of fish- 
ermen and tourists find Lone Pine a good 
place for a stopover. 


If you return to U. S. Highway 395 and 

6, and continue northward, you cross sev- 

eral small fishing streams before you reach 

Independence (which is included in the 
next pictorial section of this book). 
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® Fishing is where you find it. And here’s Ann Hawkins with her 
two sons, Larry 14, and Mike 9, doing a bit of angling on.a small 
stream at Casa Vieja Meadow.

Independence, Big 
Pine Section 


You'll find a world of good trout fish- 
ing and excellent scenery in the section of 
Inyo-Mono between Independence and Big 
Pine. But most of the good angling will 
be found in the back-country. 


There are, however, some comparative- 
ly small streams, flowing eastward toward 
the Owens River, that provide some good 
fishing, especially early in the season. Most 
of them cross U. S. 395 and can be fished 
satisfactorily in either direction. 

One of the principal streams in the 
most southern part of this section is Inde- 
pendence Creek which can readily be fish- 
ed from the Town of Independence west- 
ward (and upward) to Gray’s Meadow and 
Onion Valley. A well graded road extends 
as far as the latter, a good “jumping off” 
spot to a variety of back-country hardly 
equalled elsewhere in the High Sierras. 
Two pack stations are located at Onion 
Valley, ready to take parties across Kear- 
sarge, Shephard, Sawmill, or Taboose 
passes. Another pack station is located on 
Oak Creek, just a few miles north and 
west of Independence, not far from U. S. 


DD: 


It would be impossible to list these back- 
country lakes because there are so many. 
But, if you are interested, you can find as 
many as you like on detailed maps of the 
area. And, you'll find excellent fishing in 
practically all of them and such unusual 
mountain scenery that the U. S. govern- 
ment has set much of it aside as the King’s 
Canyon National Park. The north-south 
John Muir Trail connects the trans-Sierra

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trails, making it comparatively simple to 
reach any of these important lakes and 
streams. 


Back down on U. S. 395, and driving 
northward, we pass Aberdeen Resort, Fish 
Springs, several small fishing streams, and 
enter Big Pine, another important Inyo 
county community. Turning westward at 
the center of town, we can drive up Big 
Pine Creek Canyon to an elevation of 
7,850 feet on a good surfaced road. Big 
Pine Creek itself is a good fishing stream 
and can be worked most of the way. On 
the road up, you pass the Big Pine Creek 
Resort (on the left) where there are good 
accommodations and a privately-stocked 
stretch of the stream. A little farther up 
you pass the pack station (on the right) 
where you can embark to some excellent 
back-country lakes and streams—and even 
the famed Palisade Glacier if you wish. At 
the end of the road you'll find Glacier 
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Lodge, which has a store, accommodations,’ 
restaurant, etc. Also, affiliated with Glacier 
Lodge, is the Upper Lake Lodge which is 
Jocated in the Wilderness Area of Inyo 
National Forest on the Fourth of the back- 
country Big Pine lakes. Lake Lodge 1s 
reached only by trail—a 214 hour trip on 
a pack animal or a strenuous hike. 


The area around the Lake Lodge is fan- 
tastically beautiful. There are seven Big 
Pine Lakes, all excellent fishing and quite 
scenic. And, there are others close by. 
Anglers regularly catch Rainbow and 
Brook Trout and occasionally they hook 
on to Browns and, in some of the real high 
lakes, the native Goldens. 


Palisade Glacier, southernmost active 
glacier in the United States, can be seen at 
a distance anywhere in this area. And 
those who wish to examine it more care- 
fully may hike or pack into it. It’s an un- 
usual sight. -PAGE 80

While the Bishop-Owens River Section 
of Inyo-Mono is one of the smallest, it is 
also one of the most diversified. In it you'll 
find one of the best “low-level” fishing 
streams in the West (Owens River) as well 
as excellent stream fishing on three forks 
of Bishop Creek from the City of Bishop 
upwards to approximately 10,000 feet 
elevation. Then, too, there are three out- 
standing lakes which can be easily reached 
by auto (South Lake, North Lake, and 
Lake Sabrina) as well as an almost untold 
number of excellent back-country lakes 
and streams to be reached by hiking or 
packing. 

Yes, many sportsmen come to this area 
every year because of the good fishing, the 
excellent camping spots, and the proximi- 
ty to Bishop . . . where there is a variety 
of stores, several good restaurants, motels, 
hotels, service stations, garages, and other 
businesses. 


Now, let’s first consider the Owens Riv- 
er. This large stream is annually stocked 
with catchable-size Rainbow Trout by the 
Dept. of Fish and Game. But there are 
thousands and thousands of good-size na- 
tive Brown Trout in there . . . to be caught 
by anglers who know how to do it.

There is a resort (Camp Sabrina) close by 
and boats are also available. There are 
good camp grounds in the vicinity. North 
Lake is only a few miles distant and also 
readily reached by car. It is small (15 acres) 
but the fishing is good and it is planted 
with -6,000 catchable-size Rainbows an- 
nually. There is a resort (Cardinal Village) 
on Bishop Creek near by and there is also 
a pack station (Schober’s) where animals 
are available to take you to some of the 
fabulous back-country across Piute Pass, 
etc. 


South Lake is an excellent fishing lake 
on the South Fork of Bishop Creek (25 
miles from Bishop). This popular lake 
boasts approximately 100 acres and is 
planted with 20,000 “catchables” each 
season. A resort (Parcher’s Camp) serves 
this immediate area and there is also a 
pack station (Rainbow) ready to arrange 
a trip for you across Bishop Pass, etc. Ang]- 
ing is good all along the South Fork of 
Bishop Creek and there is another good 
resort (Bishop Creek Lodge) to serve this 
area. 

Included also in this Bishop-Owens Riv- 
er section is the Pine Creek area to the 
north of Bishop. Pine Creek is fishable for 
almost its entire length and is annually 
planted with 10,000 catchable-size Rain- 
bow Trout up as far as its junction with 
Morgan Creek. Here you will also find a 
pack station (Pine Creek), ready to take 
you to the fabulous French Canyon area 
(and other good back-country spots) where 
you can catch Golden Trout.

Rock Creek, Crowley, Convict Lake Section 


The Rock Creek-Crowley-Convict Lake 
section of Inyo-Mono, which is graphically 
described by photograph and accompany- 
ing explanation in the following pages, is 
another extremely popular region of the 
Eastern High Sierra. 


As we travel northward, across Sherwin 
Grade on U. S. 395, we come to a road 
leading westward into the Sierras, just 
south of Tom’s Place. Generally speaking, 
this road follows Rock Creek upward to 
Rock Creek Lake (elevation of 9,682 feet). 
During the summer, you're likely to pass 
scores of trailers and tents in the public 
camp grounds which line the banks of this 
well-known stream. And, you are likely 
to see quite a few anglers out trying their 
luck, too, because Rock Creek is a good 
fishing stream. It is a long stream and is 
fished heavily, because it is so easily reach- 
ed. But it is stocked generously and re- 
gularly with catchable-size Rainbow Trout 
by the Department of Fish and Game. 


Accommodations are available at the 
lodge, about three-fourths of the way up 
the 9-mile stretch to the lake where there 
IS a store, boats for rent, etc. A little farth- 
et, at the end of the trail, is a pack station 
with animals and packers ready to take 
you to some of the most beautiful back- 
Country in the Sierras. - 


Back down on U. S. 395, we continue 
On northward through Tom’s Place, to the 
South Landing of Crowley Lake. This 


Man-made lake, owned and operated by 
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the City of Los Angeles, is known as the 
“lair of the tackle busters” and it is no 
idle slogan. More big trout are caught in 
Crowley every year than in any other Cali- 
fornia lake, barring none. There is lots of 
feed for the fish in this lake and the Dept. 
of Fish and Game cooperates by stocking 
it every fall with at least 100,000 catch- 
able-size Rainbow Trout. These grow into 
excellent fish by the following spring. In

addition, there are thousands of Brown 
Trout in Crowley, many of them of fantas- 
tic size. The all-time record catch is a fish 
slightly more than 19 lbs., but there are 
bigger ones in there, waiting to be caught. 


There are other good fishing spots> in 
this section of Inyo-Mono. Several good 
streams flow out of the High Sierras into 
Crowley and into the river above it, in- 
cluding Hilton Creek, McGee Creek, etc. 


The Hilton Lakes are quite popular, too. 
This group of scenic back-country lakes 
(at an elevation of a little more than 10,- 
OOO feet) can readily be reached by daily 
trips of a pack train, operating a half-mile 
west of U. S. 395. Boats are for rent on 
some of these lakes where fishing for Rain- 
bows, Browns, Brookies, and some Gold- 
ens is extra special. There are sportsmen’s 
accommodations available at these upper 
lakes, too. 


Convict Lake is another popular and 
well-known spot. Easily reached by sur- 
faced road extending westward from U. S. 
395, several miles north of Crowley, this 
lake provides good fishing, and rugged 
Sierra scenery. A resort on this lake offers 
accommodations, supplies, boats, pack 
horses, and camping grounds. 


Hot Creek is another famous stream in- 
cluded. This creek, flowing eastward from 
U. S. 395, is considered one of the very 
best “low level” fishing streams in the 
High Sierras. Because of the temperature 
of the water, and the abundance of natural 
feed, the trout seem to grow extra well. 
And, there are plenty of good sized Browns 
and Rainbows in here, to be taken. Most 
everyone uses flies on this stream, with ex- 
cellent results.

And, while the big ones are more 
or less a rarity, there are thousands of nice- 
sized fish caught each year on these beauti- 
ful lakes which are located around the 
9,000-foot level. 

But the sport which is making Mam- 
moth more and more popular as a “year- 
round playground” is skiing. Mammoth 
Mountain, long-blessed with an abundance 
of snow and a big variety of slopes, now 
boasts a 3500-foot double-chair lift which 
is now making Dave McCoy’s operation 
even more popular, especially with the 
southern California enthusiasts who are 
often hard-pressed to find suitable snow 
in the Southland. There are several good 
ski lodges in the area, appealing especially 
to the winter business, and more are being 
planned. Mammoth Mountain is a skiing 
“natural” and it is hoped that someday it 
will be a “Sun Valley of California” with 
a variety of winter recreation and facilities. 


The other part of Inyo-Mono included 
in this section is the Upper Owens River. 
It is reached by turning eastward from 
U. S. 395 between Casa Diablo and Crest- 
view. Served by two popular resorts, this 
area provides excellent stream fishing 
(trout are usually nice size), good accom- 
modations, camping facilities at Big 
Springs, and excellent deer hunting during 
the season. 


Anglers will be especially well pleased 
with the large Brown Trout on the Upper 
Owens River in addition to the many fine 
Rainbows and occasional Cutthroats. This 
is one of the really fine fishing spots in 
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® If you are not intimately acquainted with the Mammoth Lakes, 
it is sometimes difficult to tell pictures of them apart—especially 
since many of them often have Crystal Crag in the background. 
But this one is Lake George, second largest of the group. Embrac- 
ing 32 acres, at an elevation of 9,060 feet, it is reached by a good 
dirt road crossing the outlet of Lake Mary.

It’s an ambitious community, too. and 
only recently a local group has gotten to- 
gether and worked out a plan to bring 
television to those who want it in the June 
Lake Village area. Heretofore the rugged 
Sierras have been an effective barrier 
against television, but a group antennae 
has been built on Oh Ridge and the picture 
is now piped into many June Lake loca- 
tions by coaxial cable. So, if you want tele- 
vision, you can have it in June Lake—one 
of the first of the Mono County resort 
areas to install it. 


As you continue along the surfaced Loop 
Road, you soon come to Gull Lake, smal- 





lest of the group of four lakes in the area. 
But, while it is small, it is usually quite 
good for fishing. And, like all the other 
low-level lakes here, it is planted quite 
heavily with catchable-size Rainbows by 
the Department of Fish and Game. A re-

sort and boat landing serve this immediate 
vicinity. 

Youll find several resorts located on 
the road between Gull and Silver Lake, a 
distance of about 5 miles. Silver Lake, it- 
self, is one of the most scenic in Inyo- 
Mono. And, there’s usually good angling 
here, with some of the fish going pretty 
large. A resort and trailer park serve the 
immediate area. 

Rush Creek, which starts in the high 
country and drains into Silver Lake and 
then passes on through Grant Lake into 
Mono Lake, is a good fishing stream for 
most of its length. It is heavily planted and 
heavily fished. The Department of Fish 
and Game stocks it with Rainbows, but 
there are plenty of native Browns in this 
stream—and some of them large. 

There are several excellent public camp 
grounds in this immediate area also. And 
they are quite popular during the summet. 


Continuing on around the Loop Road, 
about 414 miles farther, you come to 
Grant Lake. This is the largest in the June 
Lake Loop area and usually the fishing 1s 
quite good. Some of the largest fish in the 
region are caught on Grant by those who 
know how to do it. Boats and motors are 
available at the landing. 

The June Lake area is blessed with some 
beautiful mountain scenery and there are 
many fine back-country lakes, some of 
them abounding in sporting Golden Trout, 
that may be reached by packing or hiking. 
There is a pack station at Silver Lake.

Lee Vining is an active alpine village 
which serves as a headquarters for fishing 
and camping in the Tioga Pass district to 
the west and as far north as Conway Sum- 
mit on U. S. Highway 395. Known as the 
“eastern gateway to Yosemite National 
Park,” Lee Vining has its full quota of 
motels, service stations, restaurants, and 
stores. 


If you take State Route 120 westward 
from Lee Vining (z's not open during the 
winter), you will follow Lee Vining Creek 
up to the entrance of the Park. On the way 
you'll find some good stream fishing and 
some better-than-average lake angling on 
such places as Tioga, Ellery, Saddlebag 
lakes. There’s good fishing inside Yose- 
mite, too. 


All along the creek, and near some of 
these lakes, are excellent camping spots. 
And, of course, the Tioga Pass Resort 
serves the area with accommodations, 
boats, supplies, etc. 


Yosemite National Park, of course, 
needs little introduction. It is famous the 
world over for its outstanding scenic wond- 
ers and thousands of people annually pay 
it a visit—especially the part located in the 
lower valley floor. But many visitors who 
enter Yosemite from the west never see 
the thrilling natural beauty of the upper 
toad which winds its way out of the more 
popular part of the Park, across high 
Mountains, past scenic streams and lakes 
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(many of them good fishing), to the east- 
ern entrance (or exit) of the National Park 
where the road emerges as the Tioga Pass 
Highway. It is here that this State High- 
way 120 crosses the Sierra Crest at nearly 
10,000 feet and gradually descends ‘til it 
intersects U. S. 395 just south of Lee Vin- 


ing.

The Tioga Pass Highway, as it is often 
called, is the shortest route across the Sier- 
ras from many points in the Bay Region 
and in the Central Valleys of California. 
While the road is narrow and winding for 
much of its length, it more than makes up 
for it with its breathtaking beauty. If you 
like Sierra scenery at its best, you'll find it 
along this road, both inside and outside 
Yosemite National Park. 

Back down on U. S. 395, as you travel 
northward, you see Mono Lake on the 
right. Mono Lake, while the largest in the 
Inyo-Mono area, is not for fishing. Because 
of the high mineral content of the water, 
there is practically no marine life. How- 
ever, it is quite scenic and ideal for water 
skiing and swimming. 

A few miles farther to the north, there 
is a turn-off which takes you in to Lundy 
Lake, about 5 miles off the main highway. 
Lundy has always been considered one of 
the better fishing lakes and annually pro- 
duces lots of Rainbows, Eastern Brookies, 
and even some Browns. Lundy Lake Re- 
sort, at the far end of the lake, has accom- 
modations, camp grounds, supplies, boats 
for rent, etc. 

Continuing northward on U. S. 395, you 
will readily feel the climb to Conway 
Summit (elevation 8138 feet). Here at 
“The Top,” you can turn westward and 
reach the popular Virginia Lakes area, 
about 6 miles away. Virginia Lakes Resort 
serves this area which includes Big and 
Little Virginia Lake, Blue, Trumbull, and 
other lakes. Good back-country can be 
readily reached by pack train from here, 
too. Excellent fishing usually prevails.

The Northern Mono County Area, from 
Bridgeport northward to the Nevada State 
Line at Topaz Lake, offers a variety of fish- 
ing, excellent resorts, some fine mountain 
scenery, and good deer and goose hunting 
in season. 


Actually, we have started this section 
just north of the Conway Summit area, 
with Green Creek and Green Lakes. Some 
of these good fishing spots can be reached 
by auto on a road leading 10 miles west- 
ward from U. S. 395. You can hike to 
other streams and lakes in this immediate 
area. Or, if you prefer, a nearby pack sta- 
tion can supply you horses, guides, etc. 


If you wish to fish East Walker River, 
or the Bridgeport Reservoir, just keep to 
the right (Sweetwater Road) instead of go- 
ing all the way into Bridgeport. It’s only 
three miles to the Reservoir and, chances 
are, you'll find some good fishing this year. 
The water was low in 1955, but it will 
probably be much higher this season. And, 
the Dept. of Fish and Game has stocked 
it very heavily with catchable-size trout— 
to bring it back to the fine shape it has al- 
ways been. Lots of big Browns left in this 
“lake,” too. East Walker River can be fish- 
ed on past the dam and it is usually always 
a good spot to get the big “Brownies.” 


About 12 miles to the south and west 
of Bridgeport, on a newly-constructed sur- 
faced road, are the Twin Lakes, probably 
the most popular fishing spots in North- 
ern Mono County. Both are heavily stock- 
ed with catchable-size Rainbow Trout each 
year and both are usually excellent fishing. 
Boats and motors are available, as well as 
accommodations at either Crags Resort (on 
Lower Twin) ot Mono Village (on Upper 
Twin). There are camp grounds and trailer 
parks, too. Scenery is exquisite and there 
are a host of back-country lakes that can

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be reached by hiking or by packing. Robin- 
son Creek, which drains the Twin Lakes, 
is a good fishing stream. 


Continuing on northward on U. S. 395, 
we soon come to the turn-off (Sonora Pass 
Road) and can easily reach the Leavitt 
Meadows area. There is good fishing here, 
especially in the back country lakes like 
Fremont, Lane, Hidden, etc. 


Back again on U. S. 395, we begin to 
drive alongside West Walker River, one 
of the best big fishing stredms in the area. 
You can fish it anywhere, from Leavitt 
northward to Topaz, because it is so readi- 
ly accessible. There are lots of big ones in 
here in addition to the thousands of catch- 
able-size Rainbows that are planted each 





year. A variety of good back-country can 
be reached from Coleville and some of the 
lakes and streams are “tops” in fishing. 
One of the best is Poison Lake. Try it 
sometime when you have time for a good 
pack trip. 


Topaz Lake is at the extreme northern 
end of Inyo-Mono. Partly in California 
and partly in Nevada, it is planted by both.

Located on the California-Nevada state line, the lake is situated partly in each 
state and is stocked by both. The California Dept. of Fish and Game plants it regular- 
ly with catchable-size Rainbows and the Nevada Dept. of Fish and Game stocks it 
with Cutthroat fingerlings. So, Topaz Lake is usually good fishing. In fact, when 
conditions are right, you can catch the really big ones in here. Either a Nevada or 
California license is good for boat fishing on Topaz. If you are fishing from the shore, 
better have license from state in which you are standing. (Photo by Tom Henderson).
